Hughes Brings Campaign 
Drive Into New 
England 


W o rc e s te r, Mass., O c t 30— (#*) 
C harles E. H ughes, bringing his 
cam paign for H erbert H oover Into 
New England tonight, asserted In 
a broadcast address th a t a Republi­ 
can adm inistration not only would 
assure m aintenance of th e protec­ 
tive tariff and an econom ical adm in­ 
istration, but also would 
protect 
the country “ag ain st the invasion 
of disastrous politics." 
“G overnor S m ith endorses poli­ 
cies," said Mr. H ughes, "lf I under­ 
stand right, w hich would introduce 
governm ent 
Into 
business 
on a 
large scale w ith a v ast increase 
of bureaucrats." 
The form er secretary of state 
then declared th a t 
he 
had 
not 
heard any answ er to “certain defin­ 
ite questions'* w hich the speaker 
had 
recently 
put 
to 
Governor 
Sm ith on farm relief. 
“I asked, w ith respect 
to 
the 
M cNary-Haugen bill," he continued, 
“Is G overnor Sm ith for the im po­ 
sition of the equalization fee by 
the governm ent? 
Does 
he 
not 
know th a t it is a com ponent and 
necessary p art of th a t plan th a t 
the governm ent m ust buy and sell 
or appoint agents to buy and sell, 
farm products on behalf of the 
governm ent so as to 
m ake 
th e 
equalizaU of fee effective? 
If he 
does know th a t, will he explain 
how th e schem e 
would 
operate 
otherw ise? 
If he does know th at, 
is he for it? 
Stand Not Clear. 
“Now th a t Is a sim ple question 
w hich te sts w hat he m eans when 
he says th a t he is for som ething 
(in principle). 
I have n o t heard 
any answ er. 
If it Is his plan to 
have the governm ent introduced 
into this enterprise, is It not clear 
th a t this is th e m ost gigantic pro­ 
gram of governm ent in com m ercial 
business ever proposed 
In 
this 
country? 
And, as I 
have 
said, 
both th e w est and th e e a st are 
entitled to know w here the govern­ 
or stands on th a t question; if he 
does not know w here he stands, 
than I suppose th a t would explain 
why he has said th a t he would ap­ 
point a com m ission." 
Turning to the question of power, 
Mr. H ughes asserted th a t G overnor 
Sm ith had not stated, “despite his 
constant protestations 
of 
entire 
candor on the platform , In lan­ 
guage th a t anybody 
can 
under­ 
stand," w hether he favored govern­ 
m ent operation of hydro-electrical 
plants.

Miss Elfreda K naak, 29, attra c tiv e 
salesw om an for a Chicago publish­ 
ing company, w as found today In 
the furnace room of the L ake Bluff 
police station, 
apparently 
eith er 
the victim of an 
assailan t 
who 
tried to burn her alive In th e boiler 
room of the city hall or th e dupe 
of hallucinations w hich caused her 
to inflict the injuries on herself. 
The girl was found by th e ja n i­ 
to r huddled beside the furnace, her 
body stripped of clothing, and her 
arm s and legs burned to the bone. 
Police form ed a theory th a t she 
had been the victim of an assau lt 
and that h er assailant had attem p t­ 
ed to force her body Into th e fur­ 
nace while she w as unconscious. 
Dr. A. J. R isslnger, who treated 
her a t a 
Lake F o rest 
hospital, 
however, said th a t h er half lucid 
m utterings indicated she had been 
a stu d en t of spiritualism and ad­ 
vanced phychoiogy and th a t she 
had tried to burn herself. 
Dr. Ris­ 
slnger added th a t he did not be­ 
lieve she could have inflicted such 
serious burns of h er own will. He 
said sh e had not been crim inally 
assaulted, but probably would die 
of h er injuries.

L ast M arch she resigned and w as 
em ployed as a salesw om an. 
Y esterday afternoon a t I o’clock 
she left h er hom e to atten d a Chi­

sales 
m eeting. 
Publishing 
com pany officials said she le ft for 
home at 6:15 last night. 
N o one 
has been found who saw h e r after 
th a t hour, and the police are w ork­ 
ing on th e theory th a t she left a 
N orth Shore train a t Lake Bluff 
and w as waylaid on h er way home. 
T here is no night police force in 
Lake Bluff and th e village hall is 
closed a t night. 
Police 
believe 
Miss K naak was dragged Into the 
basem ent by one or m ore assail­ 
ants and th a t her attack ers burn­ 
ed h er clothing in the furnace and 
afte r attem pting to 
a tta c k 
the 
young woman, tried to force her 
body Into the furnace w hile she 
was unconscious, but failed in the 
attem pt. 
Buttons in Furnace. 
The ja n ito r who found h er identi­ 
fied h er by m eans of a le tte r in a 
purse. 
The purse and a pair of 
shoes w ere her only belongings 
th a t w ere not burned. 
In th e furnace the police found 
m etal buttons, a few beads and 
other bits of m aterial believed to 
have been p art of h er clothing. 
H er th ree brothers hurried to the 
I^ake F o rest hospital, 
but 
could 
throw no light on the m ystery. 
T hey said th e girl had no love af­ 
fairs and w hen not a t w ork spent 
m ost of her tim e quietly a t home. 
Col. A. V. Smith, sta te ’s atto r­ 
ney of Lake couuty, declared to- 
u 'ght the basem ent bore evidences 
>f having been the scene of a strug­ 
gle. F ingerprint experts w ere sum ­ 
moned to analyze the m ark of a 
hand on a door and on th e side 
of the furnace. 
T here was a pool of blood on the 
basem ent floor, Col. S m ith said.

The Graf Zeppelin la st n ig h t w as 
well along on the second half of 
her hom eward flight from Lake­ 
hurst, N. J., to Freidrichshafen, 
Germany. 
A series of radio m essages to 
the A ssociated P ress from m asters 
of steam ships which had sighted 
her, sent a t intervals from early 
afternoon to nightfall 
over 
the 
north A tlantic, charted h er course 
accurately fo r the first tim e since 
she left tho shores of the U nited 
States early M onday m orning. 
The 
steam ships 
were in mid- 
Atlantic, th e first about 730 m iles 
from Cape Race, N. F., and th e last 
about 
equidistant 
betw een 
th at 
point and F astn et, Ireland. 
At Friedrichshafen, w here crowds 
were already assem bling, experts 
were of th e opinion th a t w ith con­ 
tinued favorable conditions the dir­ 
igible m ight arrive this evening, 
with the record of the first round 
trip com m ercial crossing of the A t­ 
lantic by a ir behind her. 
W eather Favorable. 
A lthough th e steam ship positions 
placed the Zeppelin on a parallel 
with 
southern 
Ireland, 
it 
was 
thought she m ight turn h er course 
more to the southw ard and th a t 
southw estern 
England 
or 
even 
France m ight be h er first E uropean 
landfall. 
Tho ship captains w ere unani­ 
mous in reporting good w eather 
conditions w ith m oderate to strong 
winds varying from south to west 
southw est. 
T he m eteorologist of 
the B ritish a ir m inistry predicted 
nrong northw est winds over the 
eastern 
A tlantic 
throughout the 
night. 
The Zeppelin has covered 2,800 
miles in h e r first 34 hours of flight. 
This com pares with 1,900 m iles cov­ 
ered in th e sam e num ber of hours 
during h er te st flight over Europe. 
A part of th is distance has been 
used to avoid a storm . It appeared 
that th e Zeppelin had negotiated 
slightly m ore than 2,000 m iles on 
the g rea t circle route from Lake­ 
hurst a t 2:15 p. rn., Tuesday, and 
that about 1,800 m iles rem ained 
between h er and h er hangar. 


SH IPS SIG H T ZEP. 
New York, Oct. 30—(#») —T he sec­ 
ond day of the hom ew ard journey 
of the G erm an dirigible Graf Zeppe- 
i'n found th e huge air liner over 
m id-A tlantic with 
the 
likelihood 
that she would not reach her home 
port m uch before tom orrow night 
or perhaps even T hursday m orning. 
M et w ith varying w eather con 
ditions, first a favoring tail wind 
that drove h er along at a fast clip 
aud la te r by a southeast gale that 
she w as forced to buck, th e (Jruf 
Zeppelin 
tonight was in a high 
pressure are a extending as far as 
the Spanish coast, holding out the 
prospect of a sm oother passage. 
E arlier reports today placed the 
air lin er far to the wort ii, well in 
the n o rth ern steam ship lane, but 
other m essages indicated th a t she 
was sw inging in a southerly direc­ 
tion headed in the direction of the 
French and Spanish coast. 
D uring the day at 
leust 
one 
steam ship, the 
w estw ard 
bound 
M auretania, 
was 
in 
com m unica­ 
tion w ith th e great ship of the air. 
One o th e r ship, tile G erm an Essel 
M unchen, reported 
the 
Zeppelin, 
stating th a t tho airship appeared 
to have com pleted half of her 4,000- 
mile hom ew ard Journey. 
Exact Position Unknown. 
W hile m essages giving tho ex­ 
act position of the dirigible wore 
rare, th ere was am ple word, both 
directly from th** 
Zeppelin 
and 
from o th e r sources th a t all was 
well aboard. 
Although she 
hail 
fought a soupiest gulo for part of 
today’s run, she did not appear to 
have suffered unduly nor enough 
to arouse any apprehensions such 
as on lier trip to tile United States.

was regarded as a trained diplo­ 
mat and was held in high

field was hovering between life 
and death after being shot by an 
assassin. 
Mr. Lansing was 64 years

He was 
born at W ater town. N. Y., and 
entered the state department in 
1914 as a counsellor, but before 
this he had represented the Unit­ 
ed States on various arbitration 
treaties for more than 
twenty 
years. He was a graduate of Am­ 
herst and a lawyer

profes­ 
sion. 


Robert lansing. 
Secretary 
of 
State in President Wilson’s cab­ 
inet from 
June 
23, 
1915 
to 
February 13, 1920, held that of­ 
fice during one 
of 
the 
most 
stormy and trying periods of Am­ 
erican history. Appointed to fill 
the vacancy created by the resig­ 
nation of Secretary Bryan, he was 
confronted in turn, 
during 
his 
tenure of 
office, with the diffi­ 
cult problems arising 
from 
the 
position of the United States as a 
neutral power during the world 
war, the diplomatic activities of 
a belligerent nation, and the re­ 
sponsibilities 
of 
the 
rank/ng 
member, after President 
Wilson 
himself, of the American 
Com­ 
mission to negotiate 
peace 
at 
Paris. 
The end of Mr. Lansing's term 
came dramatically in 
February, 
1920, 
when 
President 
Wilson 
demanded his resignation on the 
ground that Mr. 
Lansing 
had 
usurped the presidential 
author­ 
ity by calling 
cabinet 
meetings 
during Mr. Wilson’s illness. The 
exchange of letters between Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Lansing disclos­ 
ed that for many months 
the 
president and his 
secretary

state had not been in accord on 
foreign policies, and

writes, “would more willingly go 
along with mine” .
